A product  of  the  Austin  Trial  Gardens  by  careful  hybridization,  and 
selected  by  Mrs.  Austin  as  one  of  her  best  recent  originations. 

Announcement  of  Rose  Ann’s  arrival  at  our  home,  three  years  ago, 
suggested  to  Mrs.  Austin  the  shortening  of  the  name  to  “ROZAN”  and  so 
christened  the  seedling  of  her  choice  with  our  permission.  This  of  course 
was  gladly  granted  with  much  appreciation. 

“ROZAN”  the  pink  Gladiolus  that  created  so  much  comment  when 
shown  for  the  first  time  by  Mrs.  Austin  at  the  1925  Show  in  Rochester,  is 
a wonderful  spike  of  18  to  20  buds,  which  open  into  massive  six  inch 
blooms. 

This  is  what  Mrs.  Austin  had  to  say  about  it  in  a letter  to  us: 

“It  is  the  largest  and  most  beautifully  colored  flower  that  I know  of; 
but  I must  not  forget  to  say  that  it  sometimes  flakes  in  strong  sunlight. 
It  did  the  most  this  year  we  have  ever  known  it  to,  and  so  did  many  others. 

It  has  a good  spike  and  blooms  are  placed  well,  about  18  to  20,  and 
the  largest  blooms  are  six  inch  size,  with  two  rows  on  a spike.  One  year 
we  had  four  strong  spikes  with  immense  six  inch  blooms  in  double  rows; 
all  from  one  bulb,  and  not  a large  bulb  either.  It  is  a very  valuable  vari- 
ety for  hybridizing  purposes.”

Rose  pink,  darker  at  edges,  fading  to  a shell  pink  at  center  with  bril- 
liant scarlet  blotches  on  lower  petals.  Spikes  stand  about  a foot  taller 
than  all  others  in  the  field.  One  of  the  very  best  for  cut  flowers. 

FAIREST  WHITE  (Kunderd)  .40 

Purest  white,  soft  pink  throat  lines.  Exceptionally  beautiful. 

FAIRLAND  (Kunderd)  .30 

Large  well  expanded  flowers  of  vermillion  scarlet,  lower  petals  beau- 
tifully blotched.

Flowers  are  well  expanded  with 
only  slight  hooding  effect.  Spikes  have  18  to  20  buds  and  opening  6 
to  8 perfect  flowers  at  a time.  The  color  is  distinctive,  the  general 
effects  being  a Grenadine  pink  gradually  blending  with  straw  yellow 
deep  in  the  center.  Petals  slightly  ruffled. 

GLENDALE  (W.  B.  Davis)  

A trifle  darker  than  American  beauty  rose.  Unusually  good  on  ac- 
count of  its  strength  and  long  keeping  quality. 

GLORY  OF  HOLLAND  (Alkemade)  

White  with  pink  tint  in  throat,  many  flowers  open  at  one  time. 

GOLD  (Hoeg) 

Pure  golden  yellow,  throat  a shade  deeper,  slightly  dotted  and 
streaked.  Almost  a self  color. 

GOLDEN  MEASURE  (Kelway)  

Pure  golden  yellow,  with  no  markings.  The  best  yellow  to  date. 
An  extra  strong  grower. 

GOLIATH 

An  improvement  on  Empress  of  India.  Extra  large,  purplish  maroon. 
Long  spikes  with  well  opened  flowers. 

GOLDEN  SWALLOW  (Austin)

Ground  color  begonia  rose,  striped  with  flame  and  brilliant  scarlet.

PLANTING 

When  Where  How 


Where:  They  will  thrive  in  almost  any  place,  but  prefer  a rich  sandy  loam  and 
sunny  location.  Plant  out  in  the  border,  or  in  special  beds  that  have  been  well 
fertilized,  where  they  will  receive  plenty  of  air  and  sunshine,  away  from  the 
roots  of  trees  and  shrubs,  to  have  them  grow  sturdy. 


When:  Successive  planting  will  lengthen  the  season  of  bloom,  and  may  be  made 
from  the  middle  of  April,  after  danger  of  heavy  frosts,  to  the  latter  part  of  June. 
There  being  quite  a difference  in  the  blooming  period  of  different  varieties  it 
is  well  to  plant  both,  early  and  late. 


How:  Plant  bulbs  from  three  to  five  inches  apart  and  from  four  to  six  inches 
deep;  sandy  loam  being  more  suitable  for  deey  planting  than  clay.  Deep  plant- 
ing has  the  advantage  of  largely  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  staking. 


CULTIVATION: 

A good  thorough  cultivation  after  every  rain,  and  frequent  hoeing  to  keep  the  top 
soil  in  a mulch  condition,  will  eliminate  the  necessity  of  watering.  When  you 
do  water,  be  sure  to  do  it  thoroughly.  Keep  out  all  weeds.  Should  your  soil 
need  enriching  after  the  bulbs  are  planted  you  will  find  pulverized  dry  manures 
or  bone  meal  the  most  beneficial;  applied  on  the  top  of  the  soil  after  the  plants 
are  several  inches  high. 


DIGGING  AND  STORING: 

Dig  bulbs  in  the  late  fall  before  they  are  too  ripe.  With  a sharp  knife  or  shears 
cut  the  top  close  to  the  bulb.  Dry  them  in  the  air  and  sunshine  for  a week  or 
two,  being  sure  to  protect  them  from  frost  at  night.  Remove  the  dirt  and  the 
old  decayed  bulb  before  storing.  Store  in  a cool  dry  cellar. 


CUT  FLOWERS: 

It  is  best  to  cut  them  in  the  morning  when  two  or  more  flowers  have  opened,  leav- 
ing from  four  to  six  leaves  on  the  plant.  Put  them  in  a vase  of  fresh  cool  water. 
Each  morning  pick  off  all  wilted  flowers  and  cut  about  ^-inch  off  each  stem, 
rinse  and  give  fresh  water.  With  this  care  the  spike  can  be  bloomed  in  the  house 
to  the  terminal  bud;  lasting  from  a week  to  ten  days. 

You  will  enjoy  your  flowers  more  if,  when  planting,  each  variety  is  staked  and 
labeled,  thereby  giving  them  a personality  at  blooming  time.  “Learn  to  know 
them  by  their  name.”
